UST at present there Is a tendency on the port of some 


of our citizens to demand of the City Council.that it 


proceed forthwith to grant the privilege to a new water 
company to enterJfae city and tear up the streets to lay 
mains for a new VUer system. The only thing the city 
is offered Is a promise of pure water. No one will deny 
that Reno need.-4 pure water and needs It badly, but t:iat 
•H no reason why we should be asked to surrender our 
streets to the use of a private corporation that may only 
be running a bluff on the company that Is at present serv- 
ing the city so poorly. 


What asurance have the people of Reno that as soon 


as this franchise is granted they will not sell out to the 
old company and the dream of pure water dissolve into 
the stuff that all dreams are made of? 


The streets are the property of the people and It would 


seem to The Journal that they have already been appro- 
priated to a sufficient extent by telephone companys, 
power lines, water companies, etc. What has the city to 
show for the privileges It has already granted these com- 
panies? Haa any one heard of a lowering of rates? Do 
not each and every one of the corporations which deal in 
public utilities and necessities charge all the traffic will 
bear? What Is to prevent a combination In the future that 
will absolutely place the city at the mercy of these owners 
of valuable privileges? The city is now at the formative 
period In Its existence and not a move should be made 
by the city fathers that has not for Its object the absolute 
control of alll public utilities at some not far distant tlmo. 
The popularity of municipal ownership Is growing rapidly 
nnd Reno should safeguard her possessions in such a man- 
ner that when the time comes to make use-of them for 
the benefit of all we will not be hampered by entangling 
complications with private concerns. 


There can be no objection to granting permission to the 


new company to entor the city if they will prove the sin- 
cerity of thi'lr purpose to become bona fide competitors 
for patronage by doing something besides giving us hazy 
promises of pure water. We. have had plenty of promises 
of this* character from the old company.

CANAL ON SEA LEVEL

S there any possibility of building the Panama canal 


without locks? Many people take It for granted that 


It Is both possible and practicable. The idea of a straight- 
ahead waterway across the isthmus has an Inviting as- 
pect and those who advocate It do not take into account 
the titles. 


Th»re IH a paragraph in an Interesting article on the 


subject oy Brli?. (Sen. Mains In the North American R«- 
vlew for March which will bear reproduction. It runs as 
fellows: 


"At Panama, the south end of the canal, the rise and 


fall of tide Is about 20 feet. At Colon, the other end. the 
rls«e and fall Is only about one foot; the mean level of the 
two oceans beliiK precisely the same. 
The level of the 


ocean at Panama, therefore, is 10 feet higher at high tide 
and 10 feet lower at low tide than it is at Colon, and this 
is the onse twice a day. The currents therefore, In such 
a sea level canal, would, for most of the time, be so swift 
that large ships could not be handled with safety. 
The 


r.nly way to obvlat** the difficulties arising from these con- 
ditions Is to provide a tide lock. 
The mean level may 


then )>e maintained between the lock and the Atlnntlr 
ocean, and the level on the Pacific side may 
be 
al- 


lowed to fluctuate 10 feet above and 10 feet below. Th«» 
difference, therefore, between a sea level canal and a lock 
canal at Panama Is that the former requires one lock and 
the latter requires several."

The first work of expending In the 


neighborhood of 1160,000 in Improving 
the Sutro tunnel at Virginia City wilt 
begin May 1st. Thla news Wtts brought 
to Reno laat evening by Frank Leon- 
«• . Jr> ,,Mr Leonard h«" Jwt com- 
pleted all arranarementa for carrying 
out thla enterprise which meana so 
much for Virginia City and Ita mlnea. 
He Is on hla way to hta home In New 
York, though nearly all hla intereata 
are now In his native atate. Nevada. 
,JZ*tA V0"*™1 was the 
Democratic 
candidate for Congressman from the 
Seventeenth dlatrlct of New York at 
the last election and though he wenf 
down before the Republican landslide, 
he ran thousands of votea ahead of 
his ticket. 
He la president of tne 


Savage Mining Company, treasurer of 
the Comatock Tunnel Company 
and 


vice prealdent of the Pacific Conaoll- 
dated Mining Company of Pyramid 
Lake. 


It was mainly due to Mr. Leonard's 


effort* that every mining company on 
the Comatock has entered the agree- 
ment to drain their properties through 
the Sutro tunnel. 
Thla la the flrat 


time In the hlatory Of the camp that 
all the companies have ageed on this 
matter. 
The companies have signed 


a lease with the tunnel company for 
five years. 
TO begin the work they 


were asked to advance 1125,000. 
To 


make sure that funds would not run 
out 1150,000 have been railed. 
The 


tunnel company Is 
to 
repay 
th 


money from the receipts as royaltle 
during the life of the leaae. 


The greateat improvement in 
th 


tunnel will be the construction of 
thirty-inch stave steam pipe, atee 
bound. 
This will cost in the neigh 


borhood of $60.000. 
It will be mor 


than five miles in length. 
It will b 


used to carry off the steam and ho 
water from the lower levels of the 
mines. 


During the five years it Is also fig- 


ured that In 
the 
neighborhood o 


1,000.000 feet of lumber will be'used li 
replacing the sets that now hold the 
tunnel in place. 
About 1100 feet of 


lumber is required for each set. In 
all there Is about 1600 seta In the tun- 
nel. 


This deal insures that the properties 


can be worked as low aa the 3000- 
foot level if necessary. The new elec- 
tric pump, recently purchased by the 
pumping association will be Installed 
at the 3000-foot level of the 
Ward 


shaft. 
This pump will cost In the 


neighborhood of $80.000 and Is capable 
of handling all the water that may be 
encountered at that level. The water 
in the Ward shaft is now down to the 
2060-foot level, while In the Con.- 
Vlrginla the water Is down to the 2450- 
foot level. 


The tunnel does not change owner- 


ship ai a result of this deal, the prop- 
erty Is simply, leased and Is under the 
old management. However. Leon M 
Hail, superintendent of the pumping 
association, will direct all work on 
the tunnel.
